Christopher Turmard, head of Yale University's Department of Landscape 
Architecture and City Planning, will discuss urban esthetics in an illustrated 
lecture titled WAGING THE WARCN UGLINESS IN AMERICAN CITIES, Sunday afternoon.

Professor Tunnard wrote and lectured on urbanization and city planning 
long before these topics were of sucn concern to present-day society. Since 
1938 he has written four books on the subject, one of his best-known being MAN- 
MADE AMERICA: CHAOS OR CONTROL, published in I 963 and co-authored with Boris 
Pushkarev. In I96ii he received the National Book Award. His other published 
books are GARDENS IN THE MODERN LANDSCAPE, THE CITY OF MAN and AMERICAN BYLINE. 

Professor Tunnard studied at Victoria College in British Columbia and 
at Harvard and Yale universities. He has his master of arts degree and also an 
honorary doctor of fine arts degree from Union College .
